The Forty Dollar Qualification. 


Evtror Staxparp :—Will you please to en- 
lighten your readerz as to the meaning of 
that part of the Qualification Act which gives 
the occupier of premises of the ‘‘clear anoual 
value of not less than forty dollars per an- 
num’ a right to vote? Does tbat mean 
a rental of $40 per annum ; or does it mean a 
rental which reckoned at 12 per cent., the 
legal interest, would be equal to $40 per an- 
num ; or has it references to the actual value 
of the property, apart altogether from rental ? 
J hold that it cannot mean that a person pay- 
ing a rental of only $40 per annum will be 
qualified to vote, fur the annual valne of $40 
at 12 per cent. would be but $4 80.. In 
ofder to qualify under that clause it appears 
to me a tenant would require to pay a rental 
of $28 per month, which at 12 per cent. 
would exceed $40 per annum by vnly thirty- 
two cents. Your opinion on this interesting 
subject will oblige

Wasnixetox, May 17—In the Senate to- 
day, in discussing the case of the Tribune 
correspondents, Morrill of Vermont suid he 
had no doubt the facts, when discovered, 
would implicate some Senator, at least of 
carelessvess.

Pants, May 1T—This afternoon, the gates 
of Auteuil and Versailles were destroyed by 
bombardmeot. The neighboring bastions 
are silent under a terrific fire.

The half-yearly general meeting of the 
proprietors was held on the lith of April at 
the London Tavera—Mr. T. W. L. Mackean 
in the chair. - 


Mr. Ransom, general manager, having read 
the notice convening the meeting, and the 
report aud accounts having been taken as 
read, f 
The Chairman said he wished to make one 

or two remarks with regard tothe accounts. 
In the first place, be would observe that the 
charges which at the lust meeting were stated 
to have been reduced by £600 now showed 
a further reduction of £400. He did not say 
they would’ go down any lower. Possibly 
they might rise a little, because as they gst 
older the munagers might require some “in- 
cre ise of sulary ; but the directors would do 
all in their power to keep down the wo. king 
expenses, (Hear, hear.) The amount of cash 
and bullion was a little more than it was at 
j the end of the previous haf year, but that 
< was @ mere accident, more gold baving come 
down trom British Columbi: to San Francisco 
in transitu,, The loaos had increased in 
amount owing to the increase in the business. 
The Government securities remained exactiy 
the same ; but be was glad to say that the 
notes in circalution bad augmented by nenr- 
ly £7,000. The amount was not so large as 
the directors could wish it to be, being, 
in fact, £26,800. The deposits showed a rise 
of about £40,000 ; and the bills payubie, ove 
of £27,750. At the last meeting be men- 
tioned that the Dominion of Canada was 
about to take Britisn Columbia under its 
wing. A telegram had been received from 
Ottawa, dated the 31st March, which was as 
follows: ‘Tbe Dominion House of Commons 
has confirmed the-result of the re :otintions 
with British Columbia for the admission of 
the latter into the Dominion, including a se 
the agreement as to the construction of » 
Pacilic Railway.’’ The telegram did not 
enter into details ; but there were other public 
works to be carried out which would tend to 
the prosperity of British Columbia, and al~ 
though there was no terminus fixed for the 
railway, there could not be the least doubs 
that Victoria must always be one of tae prin- 
cipai stations in British Columbia, having 
such a fine barvour ag the Esquimalt haryor 
close to it. As regarded the landed estate 
there had been a lock up for many years, but 
the board trusted that the new political arran- 
gement would cause the land to raise in value 
It would be seen from the report that the 
sharebolderg wete asked to confirm the setting 
aside of @ portion of the accumaiated profits 
to the reduction of that account, the direc- 
tors cousidering that that course was the 
most prudent one, Some of the shareholders 
wished to: know whetber, if the lacded pro- 
perty should rise to the full value at whick it 
was taken, it would come back, as it were, 
as an asset to that amount. Most certainly it 
would, and the directors hoped that such a 
result would be realised: but in the mean- 
time, having regard to the uncertainty in the 
value of laud, they thought it best to reduce 
the account by £10,000. (Hear, hear.) He 
was happy to say that the working of the 
branches was satisfactory. On the 7th of 
March their manager at Victoria wrote: 
‘¢ Within a few weeks from the present time 
the spring trade with the upper country will 
fairly open, and [ trust that the fatorable ex- 
pectations gyperally entertained of a legiti- 
mate demand for supplies may be fully real- 
ised.”’? At San Francisco they were holding 
their own, and the business was rather in- 
creasing. On the 6th of March the manager 
there wrote: ** The war in Europe bas bad a 
depressing effect oh business,” a fact which 
must be known to all who were engaged ip 
trade. Then, from Portlend on the 15th of 
February the manager wrote: ‘‘ The Northerp 
Pacific Railway’’—a railway which would 
form another commanication between the 
Pacific coast and New York—* is now well 
in band, and the company expect to have 
2,000 mea at work on the section between the 
Volumbia River and Puget Sound within a 
few weeks’ time.’”? In conclusion, the Uhair- 
man observed that he bad nothing more to 
say, vat would be happy to answer any ques- 
tions aod would move, “ That-the report and 
statement of accounts now submitted be re- 
ceived and adapted.’’ (Cheers.)

Lang, and 
occurred about 1865.0r 1866. The accounts 
were not satisfactory to the directors.
